Flax Survey in Ontario 

Toronto.—A personal survey of the 
flax situation in Ontario made by Mr. 
Justus Miller, field crop specialist of 
the Department of Agriculture, re- 
veals the fact that the crop this year 
is only a fair one, at least one-third 
of the yield being too short to pull. 
This quality will be made into Scotch 
tow, and the remaining two-thirds of 
the crop will be used for fiber. There 
are in all 50 flax mills in the pro- 
vince, and these are operated by 33 
companies. The growers expect to 
ship about 50,000 bushels of seed to 
Ireland.

647,835. 

The value of the grain crop in 1918 
was $320,245,000. This year there 
are over ten million acres of land in 
wheat in this province. The average 
wheat yield in Saskatchewan for the 
Past six years was eightcen bushels 
per acre per year, while the average 
wheat yield in the same period in the 
United States was sixteen bushels per 
acre per year. 

The city of Regina is the capital 
of the province. Here are very strik- 
ing and imposing Parliament Build- 
ings. The capital city has a popula- 
tion of about forty thousand. 

The province owns its own tele- 
phone system, both local and long 
distance. 

It has a splendid university and 
Agricultural College situated at Sask- 
atoon.
